KPFA  broadcasts  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a 
week  (except  for  the  hours  of  1  to  8  am  each  Saturday 
morning  when  the  transmitter  is  shut  down  for  mainte- 
nance) with  a  power  of  59,000  watts  at  94.1  MHz.  KPFB 
broadcasts  simultaneously  with  KPFA  at  a  power  of  1  50 


watts  to  areas  of  Berkeley  which  do  not  receive  KPFA. 

KPFA  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Pacifica  Foundation, 
which  also  owns  and  operates  stations  WBAI  FM  99.5  in 
New  York,  KPFK  FM  90.7  in  Los  Angeles,  and  KPFT  FM 
90  in  Houston.  Pacifica  Foundation  was  established  in 
1946  and  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California.

Program  Notes 


This  month  we  begin  a  series  of  six  broadcasts 
recorded  in  August  at  the  Cabrillo  Music  Festival.  Carlos 
Chavez,  the  73  year  old  Mexican  composer  and  conduc- 
tor was  music  director  for  the  third  consecutive  year. 
And  for  this  10th  Annual  Festival  he  scheduled  a 
lively  evening  of  Early  Classic  Jazz  (works  by  Debussy, 
Stravinsky,  Copland  and  Chavez)  with  a  sterling  per- 
formance of  Satie's  Parade,  complete  with  three  type- 
writer soloists.  The  Robert  Schumann  Concerto  for 
Four  French  Horns,  the  Ives  Concord  Sonata  (bril- 
liantly played  by  guest  pianist  William  Masselos),  and 
the  world  premiere  of  Bay  Area  composer  Robert  Hughes' 
Auras,  for  four-channel  tape  and  four  instrumentalists. 
Tune  in  on  Thursday  nights  at   7:30  pm,  begining  the 
19th  of  October  for  Cabrillo  Festival  concerts.  They 
were  recorded  in  Dolby  stereo  sound  by  KPFA  Chief 
Engineer  George  Craig  with  live  commentary  by  Charles 
Amirkhanian. 

On  October  27th  you'll  be  transported  to  a 
home  full  of  player  pianos  and  mechanical  sound  pro- 
ducing devices  when  Charles,  along  with  Bill  Schechner, 
visits  the  home  of  Sally  and  Dale  Lawrence  who  collect 
such  things. 

Sheila  Booth  is  a  woman  to  watch  in  the  field 
of  sound  painting,  a  field  which  she  herself  invented.  She 
makes  audio  collages  for  people  who  think  that  they  hate 
experimental  music,  and  the  idea  is  that  if  you  close  your 
eyes,  you  will  get  strange  visual  sensations.  And  it  works! 
Listen  on  Sunday  the  first  from  1 :00  to  3:00  in  the  af- 
ternoon. And  later  that  evening  you'll  hear  a  broadcast 
of  Fantasy  Records'  soon-to-be-released  recording  of 
Ezra  Pound's  opera  Le  Testement  with  an  interview  in- 
cluding Robert  Hughes,  the  conductor,  and  Pound 
scholar  Hugh  Kenner  of  Santa  Barbara. 

For  opera  fans  there  will  be  programming 
devoted  to  the  world  premiere  of  Gottfried  von  Einem's 
new  opera,  a  highlight  of  the  50th  Anniversary  season  of 
the  San  Francisco  Opera.  Also,  the  Sunday  night  reviews 
of  the  San  Francisco  season  followed  by  rare  opera  re- 
cordings from  Italy  [RAI]  and  Russia. 

And  on  Ode  to  Gravity,  an  interview  with 
Lily  Greenham,  a  virtuoso  exponent  of  sound  poetry 
who  performs  primarily  in  Europe.  She  was  interviewed 
in  her  Paris  apartment  for  this  broadcast.  You  can  hear  it 
on  Wednesday,  October  11th,  at  7:30  pm.  Two  weeks 
later,  the  same  program  will  be  devoted  to  music  by 
Joanna  Brouk,  a  young  composer  who  sustains  states  of 
serenity  in  a  series  of  non-electronic  works  recorded  on 
tape.  Joanna  is  a  Berkeley  resident. 

Music  of  the  Caribbean  is  the  subject  of  an  in- 
terview with  John  Storm  Roberts,  an|  expert  on  black 
music  of  the  Western  Hemisphere.  You'll  be  able  to  hear 
recordings  he  collected  in  Haiti,  the  Virgin  Islands,  the 
Dominican  Republic  and  Jamaica  on  Thursday  evening, 
the  5th  of  October. 

And  of  course,  radio  composers  will  be  doing 
their  thing  as  well.  Glenn  Howell  and  Roland  Young  will 
be  here  on  Saturdays  with  Oneness;  Patric  Mayers  on 
Thursday  evenings  with  Chairman  Marconi's  Oedipal 
Tuba;  and  Steve  Robinson  will  present  an  ethereal 


Collage  on  alternate  Tuesday  afternoons.  With  all  this 
plus  Phil  Elwood,  Chris  Strachwitz,  Larry  Jackson,  the 
Operanians,  Sandy  Silver,  Phil  Jackson,  Bill  Zakariasen, 
Lenny  &  Carl,  Susan  Ohori,  G.S.Sachdev,  Herb  Childs, 
Alan  Farley,  Warren  Van  Orden,  Larry  Bensky,  the 
ether  of  the  Felicity  Facility,  Maestro  George  Cleve, 
DeLeon  Harrison,  Charles  Shere,  and  the  incredible 
WBAI  Free  Music  Store,  there  will  be  some  beautiful 
listening  for  KPFA  people  in  October. 

And  now  a  word  from  our  changes  department. 

There  are  lots  of  them  this  month,  the  most  important 
involve  the  News  programming.  First,  we're  starting  two 
fresh  newscasts,  a  News  Headlines  at  6.50  AM  and  a 
Morning  News  at  8:50.  Steve  Kalman  and  Linda ,  Siskind 
will  give  you  a  brief  roundup  of  what's  happened  since 
you  and  our  news  people  went  to  sleep  last  night;  the 
second  will  be  a  15-minute  news  digest  along  the  lines 
of  the  evening  broadcast,  The  KPFA  News.  We  are  doing 
this  because  we're  aware  of  the  fact  that  while  there's  a 
lot  of  news  available  elsewhere  on  radio  in  the  morning, 
much  of  it  is  trivial.  We  hope  we'll  be  able  to  provide  an 
alternative  to  that  kind  of  reporting,  just  as  now  we  pro- 
vide a  different  kind  of  coverage  during  the  evening 
broadcast.  Practically  speaking,  these  programs  will  help 
the  news  department  get  a  running  start  on  major  stories, 
which  can  then  be  developed  for  the  evening  show. 

On  the  subtraction  side,  we  are  going  to  end 
our  all-night  broadcasting  during  mid-week.  We  can 
save  several  hundred  dollars  monthly  be  letting  our  old 
and  generally  weary  equipment  rest  for  four  hours  each 
night.  Also,  maintenance  will  become  easier,  as  will  in- 
tricate pre-production.  Our  new  broadcast  day  will  run 
from  6:45  AM  until  2  AM  (Except  for  Saturday  and 
Sunday  when  we'll  be  on  all  night). 

In  the  new  and  return  flights  department: 
Denny  Smithson  begins  The  Way  Out,  a  new  mid-after- 
noon program  at  1  o'clock  Wednesdays;  The  Midnight 
Special,  our  live  folk-music  broadcast  returns  on  Friday 
nights  at  11. 

Sometimes  we  talk  on  the  air  about  how  much 
we  are  able  to  get  done  for  so  little  money.  One  of  the 
reasons  is  that  we  have  a  steady  stream  of  creative  people 
who  work  at  KPFA  as  volunteers,  producing  programs 
about  their  special  interests.  One  of  these  programs  is 
being  broadcast  this  month  -  Through  the  Looking  Glass 
(Wednesday  the  18th  at  9:00  PM).  The  producer,  Jeffrey 
Mishlove  -  who  also  answers  the  phone  for  us  -  is  intri- 
gued by  spiritual  phenomena,  the  occult  and  parapsych- 
ology. In  the  course  of  a  day,  he  found  that  he  kept 
hearing  friends  and  acquaintances  talk  about  psychic 
experiences.  He  decided  to  make  his  questions  and  ideas 
into  a  radio  program,  and  armed  with  a  sagging  portable 
tape  recorder,  he  interviewed  people  all  over  the  Bay 
Area.  Then  he  edited  the  tape,  added  some  music  and 
a  bit  of  explanation,  and  the  result  is  a  program.  About 
40  hours  work  for  a  45  minute  experience  for  you.  And 
at  almost  no  out-of-pocket  cost  to  us  -  which  is  how  we 
do  it.  Magic!
